T he M innesota L og g in g com pany, 
which controls m ostot the pm e north 
of Brainerd, has just broken its laud­ 
ing of log s in the river here. 
T his 
was probably the larg est lauding ever 
known, aud was well worth a trip from 
St. Paal to see. 
Train after traiu of 
log s is still being hauled to the river, 
this city taking one-third aud St. Paul 
and Miunea|K» bs two-thirds of the 
haul, aud hundreds of m ea are em ­ 
ployed. 
T he B. & N. M. railway w ill extend 


113 road thirty m iles west from L eech 
L ake this sum m er, aud the country- 
bet ween Brainerd and Leech Lake is 
being 
rapidly settled. 
T he hard 
tim es are driving people into un­ 
developed country, 
aud num erous 
towns are sprm g tug into existence on 
the line of the B. 
& N. M. railway, 
which, with the building of num erous 
sm all houses and a few stores iu the 
city, make tim es g ood in a way, 
althoug h the busiuess meu com plain, 
and the price of real estate does not 
rise on account of the g eneral depres­ 
sion all over the country. 
The in­ 
com ing people are m ostly working men 
and farmers, with little ready m oney, 
but very g lad of the em ploym ent 
which they find, althoug h at sm all 
w ag es. 
T he Brainerd Lum ber com pany's 
m ill site, m ill and yards here are a 
revelation to lum berm en. 
T he mill 
is as g ood and the site and yards tbe 
best in the United States 
T he P ills- 
burvs held the site for many years, 
and*got a big price for it when tbey 
closed out their pine. 
There is a lake 
connected with, and a part of the 
river since the dam was built, which 
furnishes unlim ited storag e for log s, 
with no expense for sorting or boom- 
ag e, which only lum berm en can ap­ 
preciate. 
P eople are just finding out that a 
farmer iu 
Northern 
M innesota, no 
m atter how poor, cannot g o hung ry or 
cold, even if his crops fail year after 
year, and that the crops are surer than 
in prairie countries aud hie market 
g ood. 
T he railroad« also^pay thous­ 
and» of dollars to farmers ioroak and 
tamarac ties in the winter, when 
farmers elsew here are doing nothing . 
T he bank deposits have kept up, so 
that business meu have what money 
they need, and tfie banks Lave even 
taken paper from 
business m en in 
L ittle Falls, D uluth and M inneapolis, 
where m oney h*s been hard to g et. 
On the whole, Brainerd has probably 
bad Letter tim es during the past.three 
years than any city of its size in the 
state, aud far better than any city on 
the Northern Pacific railroad, between 
D uluth and Tacoma. 
T he water 
power, the electric lig h t plant, the 
electric car hue, aud the telephone 
system , have lately been purchased by 
an 
Eastern corporation, 
of which 
C harles N. Parker, form erly of St. 
Paul, is president, which projioses to 
spend about 
$50,000 in 
electrical 
power im provem ents, and w ill offer to 
furnish [xiwer to the im m ense shops 
of the N orthern Pacific railroad, be 
sides furnishing power to the Water 
Co. aud minor industries, in addition 
to the plauts owned by the corpora­ 
tion. 
The city’s g rowth last year was 
larg e, but for the foreg oing reasons 
we look for a larg er g rowth this year, 
in spite of the hard tim es.

GIVING HIS WHOLE CASE AWAY. 


Mr. Crisp A d m its T h at G old 1» tha Stand* 
ard of T alaa. 
In his A tlanta debate with Secretary 
Smith ex-Speaker Crisp attempted to 
answer the objection of the sound 
money advocates ag ainst the 60 cent 
dollar by saying : “ I tell you, my 
friends, that I do not w ant the free and 
unlim ited coinag e of silver unless the 
bullion in a silver dollar is worth as 
much as the bullion in a g old dollar. 
All this rot about cheap money is a sub­ 
terfug e of those who are interested in 
m aintaining the dean st kind of money. 
Mr. Crisp has for years been clam ­ 
oring for fn>e silver on the g niuud that 
g old has incre ased in value and is too 
icarco and d*air to servo as money, aud 
has urg ed the necessity 
of 
having 
“ cheaper money for the people” as 
ag ainst dear money for the bankers. 
Yet he now says that he only wants free 
coinag e under the condition that the 
bullion in a silver dollar shall be worth 
a dollar in g old. 
This is exactly what 
Thomas Jefferson favored when he ad­ 
vised that the ratio between g old aud 
silver be fixed as neiirly as possible at 
the commercial value of the two metals. 
It is what the believers in an honest 
dollar have always insisted on. 
A free 
coinag e law- which should put a hun­ 
dred cents’ worth of silver in each dol­ 
lar would not injuriously affect our pres­ 
ent sound financial system. 
But what becomes of Mr. Crisp’s 
promise that under free silver the peo­ 
ple would have cheap mom y? If a g old 
dtllar is too dear to be used to measure 
values, how would a silver dollar which 
is worth just as much be* any cheaper? 
The commercial value of silver is now 
about 80 to 1. If Mr. Crisp is honest iu 
saying that he wants tiro bullion in a 
silver dollar to bo worth as much as the 
bullion in a g old dollar, ho would have 
to coin the two m etals in a 30 to 1 ratio. 
How would that shatter tho hated 
money power? 
Mr. Crisp warned his A tlanta hearers 
ag ainst the people who aro interested in 
m aintaining the dearest kind of money. 
When he talks of coining silver dollars 
with a bullion value eq ual to a g old 
dollar, does ho not adm it that g old is 
tho standard and that he wants to 
have our silver money just as valuable 
as g old?

A LONG BURROW. 


T unnel of N early T w o .Wile« E xcavated by 
au Im lustrlou« M ole. 
Down along tho river bank after tho 
water had receded into a narrow chan­ 
nel, throug h which it tumbled and ed­ 
died und belched up g reat ring s, there 
was left a broad sand flat. This sand 
flat fell off in broad steps, in which 
here aud there were left shallow pools. 
Big , g narly stumps of trees, probably 
g rown many miles up the river, had oo 
casionally stranded, ufter floating down 
on the river’s surface, and g athered 
piles of driftwood abont them. Barrels 
and boxes of all sorts of strang e plun­ 
der were to be found, and it is not alto­ 
g ether unlikely that one, by looking 
closely, mig ht have found more than 
one article of valne. 
The sand had dried down as hard and 
firm as on uny Atlantic beach. 
It was 
spring y, too, just the thing for brisk 
walking . And walkipg on it was a Joy. 
There were neither jostling elbows nor 
sweet smells nor sounds, just tbe g ray 
sky above, the damp wind and tbe yel­ 
low river oozing along a stone’s throw 
away. 
Traversing this fiat was a remarkable 
little ridg e or welt. 
It started in tbe 
sand where the last river bank had be­ 
g un just before tbe river receded. Above 
it the g rasses hung over the tive foot 
bank, and towering aloft was a larg e 
cottonwood tree. 
The welt ran straig ht 
ont toward tho river 1,000 yards or 
more, then turned west and wound in a 
waving line up stream. For nearly two 
miles it could be followed, weaving 
here and there, never disappearing bo- 
low the surface und never chang ing in 
appearance, until it suddenly lost itself 
in another bank of sand ag ainst which 
it had run. 
It was the burrow of a 
mole. And who knows but the little 
blind borrower is still working his way 
throug h half of Clay county to find the 
end of the bank. 
Or maybe he started 
upward after awhile aud came out iu 
the middle of some farm er’s frozen g ar­ 
den patch or cornfield.—Kansas City 
Star.

Then his true character 
blazes forth and he is condemned, but 
escapes execution to die sword in hand. 
Cooper knew what he was w riting 
abont, for he, too, had been an officer. 
Military and naval men wore black 
cravats when iu plain clothes, aud civil­ 
ians aped thorn until black became the 
only wear. 
Before the rise of tbe black 
cravat, carelessly tied white lace, the 
Bteenkirk, had been in vog ue fur neck­ 
wear. Its popularity likewise was a ci­ 
vilian tribute to military valor.

They did up the Eng lish j 
in about one round, aud thenceforward 
the Steenkirk cravat was the fashion, J 
and the more carelessly it was knotted ! 
the more Steenkirky it was. 
As white is now the color of peace, I 
may not the psycholog ist be justified iu i 
hailing snowy cravats as evidences of 
m an’s recog nition that peace hath her

“ He looked the shoe over, aud said be 
would make one patch to cover both 
places, tne place along tho welt and the 
new crack iu the top.

patch instead of two, aud so would look 
better, and, with its g reater area and 
wider distribution of the wearing strain, 
it would last long er than two smaller 
patches. So ho put it ou that way; run­ 
ning along the welt and then making a 
turu and running np to cover the crack 
in tbe top. 
“ As I looked at the new L shaped 
patch I realized how limited my pre­ 
vious knowledg e of patches had been. I 
had had many patches, but they had 
been but commonplace, jnst plain, ordi­ 
nary patches, but os I looked at tbe new 
patch—aud looking down ut my shoes 
I saw iu them (and in the near future, 
if I would keep them iu repair) the 
prospective need of other patches, al­ 
phabetical and g eometrical—I knew 
that I w as now in a fair way to become 
an expert indued. ’’—New York 8un.

T he editor of the Cass County 
Pioneer knew what he was about when 
he moved his paper to Walker. He 
wants to stay in Cass county and was 
astute enough to see that the whole 
lower portion of Cass will, in a year 
or two, want to be annexed to Crow 
Wing. 


Am attempt was made on Wednes­ 
day at the National Conference of the 
Methodist church to change the rule 
prohibiting dancing, card-playing 
and theatre-going, bnt a motion to 
that effect was almost unanimously 
voted down, notwithstanding the law 
is a dead-letter. 


T he republican convention to nom­ 
inate state officers will be beld in St. 
Paul on Wednesday, July 1st. The 
basis of representation will be the 
same as that adopted for the Minne­ 
apolis convention which elected dele­ 
gates at large to St. Louis- five dele­ 
gatee at large for each county and 
one additional delegate for each 2U0 
voters or major fraction thereof cast 
for Nelson for governor in 1894. This 
will mean a convention of 1,152 dele­ 
gates, Crow Wing county will have 
eleven delegates 
This is about two 
weeks before the congressional con­ 
vention, which will be held Jnly 16th 


Times are Good Here. 
The Globe recently wrote the lead­ 
ing bankers of the state for a short 
article on the business prospects and 
possibilities of the municipality in 
which they lived. In answer to the 
letter Hon. A. F. Ferris sent the 
following, which appeared in that 
paper on Monday: 
The Minnesota Logging company, 
which controls most of the pine north 
of Brainerd, has just broken its land­ 
ing of logs in the river here. This 
was probably the largest landing ever 
known, aud was well worth a trip from 
St. Paul to see. 
Train after tram of 
logs is still being hauled to the river, 
this city taking one-third and St. Paul 
and Minneapolis two-thirds of the 
haul, and hundreds of men are em­ 
ployed. 
The B. A N. M. railway will extend 
its road thirty miles west from Leech 
Lake this summer, and the country 
between Brainerd and Leech Lake is 
being rapidly settled. 
The hard 
times are driving people into un­ 
developed country, and numerous 
towns are springing iuto existence on 
the line of the B. & N. M. railway, 
which, with the building of numerous 
small houses and a few stores in the 
city, make times good in a way, 
although the business men complain, 
aud the price of real estate does not 
rise on account of the general depres­ 
sion all over the country. The in­ 
coming people are mostly workingmen 
and farmers, with little ready money, 
but very glad of the employment 
which they find, although at small 
wages. 
The Brainerd Lumber company’s 
mill site, mill and yards here are a 
revelation to lumbermen. The mill 
is as good and the site and yards the 
best in the Uuited States 
The Pills- 
burvs held the site for many years, 
and got a big price for it when they 
closed out their pine. There is a lake 
connected with, and a part of the 
river since the dam was built, which 
furnishes unlimited storage for logs, 
with no expense for sorting or boom­ 
age, which only lumbermen can ap­ 
preciate. 
People are just finding ont that a 
farmer in Northern Minnesota, no 
matter how poor, cannot go hungry or 
cold. even if his crops fail year after 
year, and that the crops ars sorer than 
in prairie countries and bis market 
good. 
The railroads also pay thous­ 
ands of dollars to farmers for oak and 
tamarac ties in the winter, when 
farmers elsewhere are doing nothing. 
The bank deposits have kept up, so 
that business men have what money 
they need, and the banks have even 
taken paper from business men in 
Little Fails, Duluth and Minneapolis, 
where money fc?*s been hard to get. 
On the whole, Brainerd bas probably 
had better times during the past three 
years than any city of its size in the 
state, and far better than any city on 
the Northern Pacific railroad, between 
Duluth and Tacoma. 
The water 
power, the electric light plant, the 
electric car line, and the telephone 
system, have lately been purchased by 
an Eastern corporation, of which 
Charles N. Parker, formerly of St. 
Paul, is president, which proposes to 
spend about $50,000 in electrical 
power improvements, and will offer to 
furnish power to the immense shops 
of the Northern Pacific railroad, be­ 
sides furnishing power to the Water 
Co. and minor industries, in addition 
to the plants owned by the corpora­ 
tion. The city’s growth last year was 
large, bnt for the foregoing reasons 
we look for a larger growth this year, 
in spite of the hard times.

The Veradale Son, after comment­ 
ing upon the acquisition of territory 
by Crow Wing from Cass county, 
say 8: 
Thus is the matter of annexation 
settled and a way made clear for the

this county at any time, and steps 
should be taken at once to have them 
nnite with us. While there may be 
a few sore-heads at the county seat 
who would oppose a move of this sort, 
yet we believe nine-tenths of the legal 
voters of the coonty would sign a 
petition. 
Something ought to be 
done, aud at once, too.

GIVING HIS WHOLE CASE AWAY. 


M r .C r tv A ia lti That CMA Is the Stead- 
•v iW V a lM 
In his Atlanta debate with Secretary 
Smith ex-Speaker Crisp attempted to 
answer the objection of the sound 
money advocates against the 50 cent 
dollar by saying: “I tell you, my 
friends, that I do not want the free and 
nn limited coinage of silver unless the 
bullion in a silver dollar is worth as 
mach as the bullion in a gold dollar. 
All this rot about cheap money is a sub­ 
terfuge of those who are interested in 
maintaining the dearest kind of money. ’ * 
Mr. Crisp has for years been clam­ 
oring for free silver an the ground that 
gold has increased in value and is too 
•caroa and dear to serve as money, and 
has urged the necessity of having 
“cheaper money for the people" as 
against dear money for the bankera 
Yet he now says that he only wants free 
coinage under the condition that the 
bullion in a silver dollar shall be worth 
a dollar in gold. This is exactly what 
Thomas Jefferson favored whim he ad­ 
vised that the ratio between gold and 
silver be fixed as nearly as possible at 
the commercial value of the two metals 
It is what the believers in an honest 
dollar have always insisted on. A free 
coinage law which should put a hun­ 
dred cents* worth of silver in each dol­ 
lar woald not injuriously affect our pres­ 
ent sound financial system. 
Bnt what becomes of Mr. Crisp’s 
promise that under free silver the peo­ 
ple woald have cheap money? If a gold 
dollar is too dear to be used to measure 
values, how would a silver dollar which 
is worth just as mach be any cheaper? 
The commercial value of silver is now 
about 80 to I. If Mr. Crisp is honest in 
saying that he wants the bullion in a 
silver dollar to be worth as much ss the 
bullion in a gold dollar, bo would have 
to coin the two metals in a SO to I ratio. 
How would that shatter the hated 
money power? 
Mr. Crisp warned his Atlanta hearers 
against the people who are interested in 
mainlining the dearest kind of money. 
When he talks of coining silver dollars 
with a bullion value equal to a gold 
dollar, does he not admit that gold is 
the standard and that he wants to 
have our silver money just as valuable 
as gold?

I u m I off Nearly Two Mile* Excavated by 
aa Industrious Moi*. 
Down along the river bank after the 
water had receded into a narrow chan 
ne], through which it tumbled and ed­ 
died and belched up great rings, there 
was left a broad sand flat. This sand 
fiat fell off in broad steps, in which 
here and there were left shallow pools. 
Big, gnarly stumps of trees, probably 
grown many miles up the river, had oc­ 
casionally stranded, after floating down 
on the river’s surface, and gathered 
piles of driftwood about them. Barrels 
and boxes of all sorts of strange plun­ 
der were to be found, and it is not alto­ 
gether unlikely that one, by looking 
closely, might have found mare than 
one areole of value. 
The sand had dried down ss hard and 
firm as on any Atlantic beach. It was 
springy, too, just the thing for brisk 
walking. And walking on it wits a joy. 
There were neitbefifjostling elbows nor 
sweet smells nor sounds, just the gray 
sky above, the damp wind and the yel­ 
low river oozing along a stone’s throw 
awny. 
Traversing this flat was a remarkable 
little ridge or welt It started in the 
sand where the last river bank had be­ 
gun just before the river receded. Above 
it the grasses bung over the five foot 
bank, and towering aloft was a large 
cottonwood tree. The welt ran straight 
ont toward the river 1,000 yards or 
more, then turned west and wound in a 
waving line up stream. For nearly two 
miles it could be followed, weaving 
bere and there, never disappearing be­ 
low the surface and never changing in 
appearance, until it suddenly lost itself 
in another bank of sand against which 
it had run. It was the barrow of a 
mole. And who knows bat the little 
blind burrower is still working his way 
through half of Clay county to find the 
end of the bank. Or maybe he started 
upward after awhile and came out in 
the middle of some farmer’s frozen gar­ 
den patch or cornfield.—Kansas City 
Star.

They were the dan­ 
dies of Europe, the perfect pinks of 
military propriety, and were correspond­ 
ingly brave* They did up the English 
in about one round, and thenceforward 
the Steenkirk cravat was the fashion, 
and the moire carelessly it was knotted 
the more Stoenkirky it was. 
As white is now the coleur of peace, 
may not the psychologist be justified in 
hulling snowy cravats as evidences of 
man’s recognition that peace hath her 
victories not less fashionable than those 
of war and as worthy of being com­ 
memorated at the neck?—Boston Tran-1

How at Last Bo Beearn* a True Expert la 
Patches o b Shoes. 
"I thought I was a connoisseur in 
patches," said the man of moderate 
means, "for I had four patches on each 
shoe. I used to laugh as I looked at 
them and fancy that I might alp]oat call 
myself an expert Bnt, alas, as I soon 
discovered, I waa scarcely more than an 
amateur. 
"In the course of time a new crack 
developed in one of my shoes, in the up­ 
per, crosswise of the shoe and about 
midway between the sole and the top or 
highest point of the shoe. At the same 
time a patch along the welt on the same 
side started loose, and I took the shoe 
to the shoemaker. He had pot other 
patches on my shoes in the most perfect 
manner, and he had always treated me 
when I came for a new patch with the 
same politeness as though I had come 
each time for a pair of new shoes. 
"He looked the shoe over, and said he 
would make one patch to cover both 
places, the place along the welt and the 
new crack in the top. This was obvious­ 
ly the thing to do. It would make one 
patch instead of two, and so would look 
better, and, with its greater area and 
wider distribution of the wearing strain, 
it would last longer than two smaller 
patches. So he put it on that way; run­ 
ning along the welt and then making a 
turn and running up to cover the crack 
in the top.

We demand the sam e rights for our­ 
selves and nothing more; and will be 
content w ith nothing less.

is it the duty of all parties distinctly 
to set their faces against the false and 
un-American principles thrust forw ard 
of late; but much as I would regret the 
entire indentificatkm of any religious 
body as such with any political party, 
I am convinced that the members of a 
religious body whose rights, civil and 
religious, are attacked, will naturally 
and unanimously espouse ' '*<> causa of 
the party which has the cc...age open­ 
ly to avow the principles of civil and 
religious liberty acconling to the con­ 
stitution.

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G oo A u th o r ity W h o G loiaas It Ss B ot 
rn M on ett to th o to ll. 
It is generally believed that the Boil 
la kept in rn fertile condition by a sim­ 
ple Bummer fellow. I differ from a 
terce majority of farmers on this sub­ 
ject, and claim that summer fallowing 
aa generally practiced la not a benefit 
to the eolL It will give more bushels 
per acre for a few yesra, bot In a short 
time the soil will fail to respond to 
the treatm ent A large percentage of 
Western farmers have aa Idea that 
prairie soil, if summer fallowed every 
few years, can never he exhausted. 
This is a fallacy which ought to be 
corrected, and the sooner the better; 
for it could be said with equal pro­ 
priety that a lake would never become 
dry 
were its waters continuously 
drawn out, there being no stream or 
spring to replace that which was re­ 
moved. Every crop that is harvested 
has taken a portion of the fertility 
from the tend, end to keep this up 
something must be returned. It ie rn 
well known toct that there Is a con­ 
tinuous wasting In a man’s body, and 
that nourishing food is required daily 
to supply this waste. The herder he 
works the greeter must be the supply 
sf food. Our present method of sum­ 
mer fallowing is too much Uke feeding 
a laboring man with gruel and bran. 
There la a method of summer fallow- 
kig. however, which will enrich the soil 
end produce good crops for an indefi­ 
nite length of time. If there is any 
manure available, spread it on the land 
to be summer tallowed and plow it un­ 
der. Some object to this because no 
benefit Is derived from the fertilizer 
until the following year. It is of more 
use, however, when plowed.under in 
this manner than if permitted to lie 
about the bara and yards. If no ma­ 
nure is available, sow buckwheat, oats, 
or rye aa early in spring as possible, 
end after it bas made considerable 
growth plow it under. This requires 
considerable labor, bat if one expects 
to farm without doing much bard work 
he had better quit. One of the best 
plans of keeping up and restoring fer­ 
tility is to seed to clover. The roots 
penetrate deep into the subsoil and 
form innumerable channels, which per­ 
mits the dissolved salts in the ground 
water to be carried to the surface, and 
there deposited as plant food. The 
subsoil contains a large amount of fer- 
tilizing material, which has been wash­ 
ed down into it, and the clover roots 
act as a subsoil plow, to loosen up the 
soil and bring back its richness to the 
plant roots. One of the most Import­ 
ant elements in all vegetable aud ani­ 
mal life is nitrogen, and clover takes 
this from the air and deposits it in the 
soil. The three mineral essentials to 
plant life are potash, phosphoric acid 
and nitrogen. If these are exhausted 
from the soil, and the few weeds and 
old stubble that we plow under in sum­ 
mer fallowing do not contain sufficient 
of these to keep up the fertility, I cen 
see no lasting benefit from this prac­ 
tice. We will find it to our advantage 
to keep more atock. cultivate fewer 
acres and apply all the manure avail­ 
able _ l . B. Smith in Orange Judd 
Farmer.

M eta t ir o arf 
We have heard a great deal of conn 
plaint about the loss of grata crops by 
the seed blowing out during high 
winds. We believe this trouble can be 
almost entirely obviated by a course 
of scientific tanning for a few years. 
By rotating wheat and cora, ratch- 
crepe ran be sown after each wheat 
harvest and plowed under for every 
cora crop, thus helping to maintain the 
fertility of the soil, furnish the needed 
nitrogen, and, by increasing the humus 
in the soil, increasing its rapacity for 
moisture. If small grains are sown in 
rotation with corn, nae tim barrow 
freely mi the small grains after rains, 
snows or irrigation in the spring, lf the 
hen 
corn stalks will permit; otherwise the 
toes of moisture from the compacted 
surf ara will be serious. One great ad 
vantage to be derived from a catch- 
crop turned under to a depth of eight 
inches every other year is that a great 
mass of fibrous room is formed along 
the Bone where the green manure was 
buried. The turning under of another 
catch-crop eight inches deep will bring 
this mass of roots to the surface, thus 
closely reproducing the favorable con 
ditions obtained when the sod Is first 
turned over. After two rotations the 
winter blowing of soils can be pretty 
effectually stopped by means of these 
fibrous roots binding the* particles of 
fine soil together again, as in the days 
of prairie grass sod.—Denver Field and 
Farm.

Borne experiments designed to show 
(he comparative yield between subsoil 
and non-subsoil land are reported in 
Bulletin 56 of the 
Kansas 
station, 
which has just been received. An ex­ 
periment of the same kind was at­ 
tempted two years ago, but owing to 
crop failures there has been nothing 
to report on the point until the results 
of last year were ascertained. The 
plats were subsoiled in the spring of 
1894. in the tall of the same year, and 
in the spring of 1895. the treatment 
being the same excepting the time of 
doing the work. These subsoiled plats 
were all planted last season with the 
same variety of corn and in the same 
way, with check plats on similar soil, 
but 
plowed only. The yields 
were 
light in all eases. The plats that w’ere 
subsoiled six and twelve months be­ 
fore planting gave somewhat better 
yields 
that the plowed plats 
with 
which 
they were compared, 
while 
those subsoiled In the spring of 1895, 
just before planting, gave a smaller 
yield than the plowed plats. There 
Is a correspondence in these results 
with the general experience, that in 
order to get the best yields of corn 
from subsoiling, the soil should have 
time to settle well before planting. 
The plats that were the subject of the 
trial have been permanently marked 
with iron Stakes in order to determine 
the effect which the subsoiling that 
was done will have upon future crops. 
The method by which the subsoiling 
was affected was as follows: A fur­ 
row ten inches deep was first turned 
with a fourteen-inch walking plow 
and following in the furrow the sub- 
soiler ran five inches deeper, making 
the depth of the subsoil plowing fif­ 
teen inches on the land aide of the 
plow, while the loose soil was eighteen 
Inches deep. Investigation after one 
of the heavy summer rains last year 
showed that the subsoiled ground was 
wet from six inches to a foot deeper 
than 
that which bad been 
merely 
plowed.

Important evidence of tim much- 
mooted question of the influence or 
telephone wires on lightning has been 
secured by the German telegraph de­ 
partment. An inquiry was set on root 
with a view to ascertaining whether 
the danger from lightning was in­ 
creased or decreased by the presence 
of the miles of overhead wires which 
make up the network of a telegraph 
system. The result of the inquiry has 
been to show that the telephone wires 
sensibly diminish the violence of thun­ 
der storms and lessen risk from. light­ 
ning. A comparison made between 
240 towns having a telephone system 
and DUO not so provided showed that 
the ratio of the risk of damage trow 
lightning was as oue to 4.6 iu favor of 
the former .while the frequency of 
flashes during a thunder storm was 
lowered in the proportion of 3 to 5. 
Nothing in the house saves the wear 
and tear of servants so much as the 
telephone, and eveu in private houses, 
uiauy of the principal rooms are now 
lielug equipped with this indispensable 
instrument. A Berlin firm has very 
much simplified the matter of domes­ 
tic telephony by the construction of a 
miniature instrument for small in­ 
stallations, which are likely to be of 
service for hotels, hospitals, factories, 
ships’ cabins, etc. The transmitter 
and receiver are attached to each oth­ 
er, and form a small, pear-shaped 
pendant, resembling a bell pull. When

When cut too 
late it is not satisfactory, because of 
the beards Injuring the mouths of the 
animals. During the past few years 
rye has been given a prominent, place,' 
upon many fauns as a forage, grain, 
hay and green manuring plant. The 
result of plowing under rye has ap­ 
parently upset the teachings of agricul­ 
tural chemists that this crop is not a 
fertiliser and adds nothing new to the 
soil. In my experience it adds a con­ 
siderable benefit to the succeeding 
crops for several years and causes me 
to believe there ore yet processes in 
God’s laboratory for man to discover.

An Ohio correspondent of the Rural 
New Yorker reports that for some 
thirty years pest he hee successfully 
used carbonate of ammonia as a pro­ 
tection against cut worms In corn. He 
dissolves the ammonia in a small quan­ 
tity of warm water, and alms to use 
a full ounce of the carbonate to each 
bushel of seed cora. When the am­ 
monia baa been dissolved be adds wa­ 
ter, quite bot, In a sufficient quantity 
to cover the cora in a tub. In soak­ 
ing a bushel at a time the water may 
be applied quite bot if added slowly, 
stirring in the coni so that It will be 
about bs Bot as one can bear the band 
in. The seed is left to soak In the 
water for twenty-four boars, during 
which time it Is stirred occasionally. 
It should be kept ta a warm room, 
and a t the end of the day is drained. 
Under favorable conditions corn so 
treated will sprout in about thirty-six 
boors, and should be planted as soon 
as tile sprouts breek through. The 
correspondent toys that if the grain 
and weather be tahr, the corn will be 
from a week to ten day? earlier than 
if planted dry, no that cultivation may 
commence sooner and the weeds do 
sot gat a start.

A scheme for making electricity 
more easily available to the public for 
general purposes has been proposed 
by Mr. Macock in a paper before an 
engineering convention.

Higher Thaw Ever M ots, 
The high water, mention of which 
was made in our last issne, cont inure 
unabated. On Friday night of last 
I weak the water reached the grates in 
the fire box at the pumping station, 
» hat Mr. Elder raised the grates and 
kept the fires going, leaving open the 
doors of the furnace to create a draft. 
The fireman at the pump house steads 
eon tin nail y in water above the hips 
as he feeds the fire iu the furnace. 
The water has raised slowly but 
steadily since our last issue until 
the last two days when it has remain­ 
ed stationery, bot quite a raise is ex­ 
pected again today, as a gain of several 
inches is reported from Aitkin yester­ 
day. Aside from the inconvenience 
at the pumping station not mach dam­ 
age has been done by the extra­ 
ordinary stage of the water here. 
The dam is so solidly built that a con­ 
siderable increase coaid be experi­ 
enced without affecting it. 
The tine 
booming facilities at Brainerd Mill 
Co.’s mill are such that the high water 
has not interfered at all with the 
working of the mill, and while this 
mill here continues to manufacture 
over 300,000 feet every 24 hours, the 
mills at Little Falls, Cloquet end other 
points have had to cease operations. 
This is a great advantage for the local 
mill, and more lumber is shipped 
every day in consequence. 
Our neighboring city of Little Falls 
is not so fortunate as we are in this 
matter. 
A jam of many million feet 
of logs blocks the river a short dis­ 
tance above that city, which, if it 
should give way under pressure of 
the high water, could not help de­ 
stroying all the works and improve­ 
ments of the water power company, 
and flood large portions of the city 
with several feet of water. 
It is said 
the water above the jam is sixteen 
feet higher than below, so it can 
readily be seen that the releasing of 
this enormous head of water at once by 
the jam giving way, could not fail to 
bring destruction to everything in its 
path below.

T his 
will m ean a convention of 1,152 dele­ 
gates, Crow W ing couuty will have 
eleven delegates 
T his is about two 
weeks before th e congressional con­ 
vention. which will be held July 16th 


Times are Good Here. 
T he G lobe recently wrote the lead ­ 
ing bankers of the state for a short 
article on t lie business prospects and 
possibilities of the m unicipality in 
which they lived. 
In answ er to the 
letter Hon. A. F. F erris 
seut the 
following, which appeared in that 
paper on M onday: 
T he M innesota L o gging com pany, 
which controls m ost ot the pine north 
of B rainerd, has just brokeu its lan d ­ 
ing of logs in the river here. 
T his 
was probably ibo largest landing ever 
known, aud was well worth a trip from 
St. P aal to see. 
T rain after tram of 
logs is still being hauled to the river, 
this city taking one-third and St. Paul 
aud MiuDeajiolis tw o-thirds of the 
haul, and hundreds of m en are em ­ 
ployed. 
T he B. & N. M. railway will extend 
its road thirty m iles west from Leech 
L ake this sum m er, aud the country 
betw een B rainerd and Leech L ake is 
being 
rapidly settled. 
T he hard 
tim es are driving people into un­ 
developed country, 
aud num erous 
towns are springing into existence on 
the line of the B. Ac N. M. railway, 
which, with the building of num erous 
sm all houses aud a few stores in the 
city, m ake tim es good in a way, 
although the business men com plain, 
and the price of real estate does not 
rise on account of the general depres­ 
sion ail over the country. 
The in­ 
com ing people are m ostly w orkingm en 
aud farm ers, with little ready money, 
but very glad of the em ploym ent 
which they find, although at sm all 
wages. 
T he B raiuerd L um ber com pany’s 
mill site, m ill and yards hero are a 
revelation to lum berm en. 
T he mill 
is as good and the site and yards the 
host in the U nited States 
T he Pills- 
burvs held th e site for m any years, 
and got a big price for it when they 
closed out th eir pine. 
T here is a lake 
connected with, and a part of the 
river since the dam was built, which 
furnishes unlim ited storage for logs, 
with no expense for sorting or boom- 
age, which only lum berm en can ap­ 
preciate. 
People are ju st finding out that a 
farm er in N orthern M iuuesota, no 
m atter how poor, cannot go hungry or 
cold, eveu if his crops fail year after 
year, and that the crops are surer than 
in prairie countries aud his m arket 
good. 
T he railroad.s also pay thous­ 
ands of dollars to farm ers io ro ak and 
tam arac ties in the w inter, when 
farm ers elsew here are doing nothing. 
T h e bank deposits have kept up, so 
th at business men have w hat money 
they need, and tfie banks have even 
taken paper from business m en in 
L ittle F ails, D u lu th and M inneapolis, 
w here m oney 
been hard to get. 
On the whole, B rainerd has probably 
had Letter tim es d u rin g thepaHt three 
years than any city of its size in the 
state, aud far better than any city on 
the N orthern Pacific railroad, between 
D uluth and Tacom a. 
T he w ater 
power, the electric lig h t plant, the 
electric car hue, aud the telephone 
system , have lately been purchased by 
an E astern corporation, 
of which 
C harles N. Parker, form erly of St. 
Paul, is president, which proposes to 
spend about $50,000 
iu 
electrical 
power im provem ents, and will offer to 
furnish power to the im m ense shops 
of the N orthern Pacific railroad, be 
sides fu rnishing pow er to the W ater 
Co. aud m inor industries, in addition 
to the plants owned by the corpora­ 
tion. 
T he city’s grow th last year was 
large, but for the foregoing reasons 
we look for a larg er grow th this year, 
in spite of the hard tim es. 


Waaena Wants the Balance. 


T he V erndale Sun, after com m ent­ 
ing upon ttio acquisition of territory 
by Crow W ing from Cass county, 


says: 
T h u s is the m atter of annexation 
settled aud a way m ade clear for the 
procuring of fourteen or fifteen tow n­ 
ships for W adeua county 
T he peo­ 
ple of low^-r Cass county are ready 
and w illing to becom e id. ntified with 
this county at any tim e, and steps 
should be taken at once to have them 
unite w ith us. 
W hile there may be 
a few sore-heads at th e county seut 
who would oppose a move of this sort, 
yet we believe nine-tenths of the legal 
voters of th e county would sign a 
petition. 
Som ething o u g h t to be 
done, and at once, too. 


GIVING HIS WHOLE CASE AWAY. 


M r. CrUp A d m it* T h at G old 1* th e S tan d ­ 
ard o f V alue. 
In his A tlanta debate w ith Secretary 
Smith ex-Speaker Crisp attem pted to 
answer the objection of the sound 
money advocates against the 50 cent 
dollar by saying: “ I tell you, my 
friends, that I do not w ant the free and 
unlim ited coinage of silver unless the 
bullion in a silver dollar is worth as 
much as the bullion in a gold dollar. 
All this rot about cheap money is a sub­ 
terfuge of those who are interested in 
m aintaining the dearest kind of money. ” 
Mr. Crisp has for years been clam ­ 
oring for free silver on the ground that 
gold has increased in value and is too 
scarce and dear to servo as money, aud 
has urged the necessity 
of 
having 
“ cheaper money for the people” as 
against dear money for the bankers. 
Yet he now says that he only wants free 
coinage under the condition that the 
bullion in a silver dollar shall be w'orth 
a dollar in gold. 
This is exactly w hat 
Thomas Jefferson favored when he ad­ 
vised that the ratio between gold aud 
silver be fixed as nearly as possible at 
the commercial value of the two metals. 
It is w hat the believers in an honest 
dollar have always insisted on. 
A free 
coinago law which should put a hun­ 
dred cents’ worth of silver in each dol­ 
lar would not injuriously affect our pres­ 
ent sound financial system. 
But w hat becomes of Mr. Crisp’* 
promise that under free silver the peo­ 
ple would have cheap money? I f a gold 
dollar is too dear to to used to measure 
values, how would a silver dollar which 
is worth just as much to any cheaper? 
The commercial value of silver is now 
about 80 to 1. If Mr. Crisp is honest iu 
saying that he wants the bullion in a 
silver dollar to to w orth as much as the 
bullion in a gold dollar, he would have 
to coin the two metals in a 80 to 1 ratio. 
How would that shatter tho hated 
money power? 
Mr. Crisp warned his A tlanta hearers 
against tho people who arc interested in 
m aintaining the dearest kind of money. 
When he talks of coining silver dollars 
w ith a bullion valuo equal to a gold 
dollar, does he not adm it that gold is 
tho standard and that ho w ants to 
have our silver money just as valuable 
as gold?

Ledger says that Frederick Law Olm­ 
sted is now at work upon plans for the 
grounds. These provide for a circular bi­ 
cycle track w ith four laps to tho mile, 
and w ithin this is a large space for ten­ 
nis, basket ball and other sports. 
This 
w ill be so arranged that in winter tim e it 
can be flooded and provide a fine skating 
pond for the students. 
These grounds 
are kept in order by an athletic associa­ 
tion of the undergraduates, who manage 
such affairs iu much the same fashion us 
they are looked after at m en’s colleges. 


T u n n el o f N early T w o M ile* E xcavated by 
au ImluxtriouH M ole. 
Down along the river bank after the 
water had receded into a narrow chan­ 
nel, through which it tumbled aud ed­ 
died and belched up great rings, there 
was left a broad sand fiat. This sand 
flat fell off in broad steps, in which 
here and there were left shallow pools. 
Big, gnarly stumps of trees, probably 
growu many miles up the river, had oo 
casioually stranded, ufter floating down 
on the river’s surface, and gathered 
piles of driftwood about them. Barrels 
and boxes of all sorts of strange plun­ 
der were to be found, and it is not alto­ 
gether unlikely that one, by looking 
closely, might have found more than 
one article of value. 
The sand had dried down as hard and 
firm as on any A tlantic beach. 
It was 
springy, too, just the thing for brisk 
walking. And walking on it was a joy. 
There were n either jostling elbows nor 
sweet smells nor sounds, just the gray 
sky above, the damp wind and the yel­ 
low river oozing along a stone’s throw 
away. 
Traversing this flat was a remarkable 
little ridge or welt. 
It started in the 
sand where the last river bank had be­ 
gun just before the river receded. Above 
it the grasses hung over tho five foot 
bank, and towering aloft was a large 
cottonwood tree. 
The welt ran straight 
out toward tho river 1,000 yards or 
more, then turned west and wound in a 
waving line up stream. For neurly two 
miles it could be followed, weaving 
here and there, never disappearing be­ 
low the surface aud never changing in 
appearance, until it suddenly lost itself 
in another bank of sand against which 
it had run. 
It was the burrow of a 
mole. Aud who knows but the little 
blind burrower is still working his way 
through half of Clay county to find the 
end of the bank. 
Ur maybe he started 
upward after awhile and came out in 
the middle of some farm er's frozen gar­ 
den patch or cornfield.—Kansas City 
Star. 


A b su rd ity o f D ou b le Standard L egislation .

F o rm er T im e* T h ey W ere lia d g es 
th e W earer’s P rofession . 
Years ago the white tie In this coun­ 
try was the characteristic wear of the 
reverend clergy, their monopoly. Thence 
it passed into general use and disputed 
popularity w ith the black. 
The black 
neckoloth was early in this century like­ 
wise a professional badge. 
Those who 
followed the profession of arms claimed 
the right to wear it us their monopoly 
and sometimes enforced that 
right. 
Cooper in “ Wing aud W ing” makes a 
very dramatic use of this custom. 
A 
French privateer captain in disguise has 
fallen into thp hands of the English and 
is brought before a court m artial. 
Sq 
skillfully does he stick to his assumed 
character of a fisherman that his judges 
are puzzled until one of his accusers 
suddenly places around the prisoner’s 
throat the black neckoloth which all 
officers wore. 
Then his true character 
blazes forth and he is condemned, but 
escapes execution to die sword in hand. 
Cooper knew what he was w riting 
about, for ho, too, had been an officer. 
M ilitary and naval men wore black 
cravats when iu plain clothes, aud civil­ 
ians aped them until black became the 
only wear. 
Before the rise of the black 
cravat, carelessly tied white laoe, the 
Steeukirk, hud been iu vogue for neck­ 
wear. Its popularity likewise was a ci­ 
vilian tribute to m ilitary valor. 
At the 
battle of Steeukirk the French Royal 
guards, 
the household troops, being 
suddenly called from their tents to meet 
the oncoming English, had no time to tie 
their rich lace cravats with their accus­ 
tomed neatness and loosely knotted them 
about their throats. They were the dan­ 
dies of Europe, the perfect pinks of 
m ilitary propriety, and were correspond­ 
ingly brave. 
They did up the English 
in about one round, aud thenceforward 
the Steeukirk cravat was the fashion, 
aud the more carelessly it was knotted 
the more Steeukirky it was. 
As white is now the color of peace, 
may not the psychologist to justified iu 
hailing snowy cravats as evidences of 
m an’s recognition that peace hath her 
victories not less fashionable than those 
of war and as worthy of being com­ 
memorated at the neck?—Boston Tran- 
scriot. 


D ress and A ddress. 

Isabollu Martin of San Francisco 
created something of a furore iu court 
the other morning by appearing as her 
own attorney.

THE MAN OF MODERATE MEANS 


H ow at L ast H e lleca u ie a T rue E x p ert In 
P a tch es on Shoes. 
“ I thought I was a conuoisseur in 
patches,” said tho man of moderate 
means, “ for I had four patches on each 
shoe. 
I used to laugh as I looked at 
them and fancy that I might almost call 
myself au expert. 
But, alas, as I soon 
discovered, I was scarcely more than au 
amateur. 
“ Iu the course of tim e a new crack 
developed in one of my shoes, in the up­ 
per, crosswise of the shoe and about 
midway between the sole and tho top or 
highest point of the shoe. 
At the same 
time u patch along the welt ou the same 
side started loose, and I took the shoe 
to the shoemaker. 
He had put other 
patches on my shoes in the most perfect 
manner, and he had always treated me 
when I came for a new patch with the 
same politeness as though I had come 
each tim e for a pair of new shoes. 
“ He looked the shoe over, and said he 
would make one patch to cover both 
places, the place along tho welt and the 
new crack iu the top. This w’as obvious­ 
ly tho thing to do. 
It would make one 
patch instead of tw?o, aud so would look 
better, and, with its greater area and 
wider distribution of the wearing strain, 
it would last longer than two smaller 
patches. So ho put it ou that w ay; run­ 
ning along the welt and then making a 
turn and running up to cover tho crack 
iu the top.

O n e A u t h o r i t y W h o C l a i m s It Is Not 
a B e n e f i t t o t h e S o i l . 
It is generally believed that the soil 
is kept in a fertile condition by a sim ­ 
ple summ er fallow. 
1 differ from a 
large majority of farmers on this sub­ 
ject, and claim that summer fallowing 
as generally practiced is not a benefit 
to the soil. 
It w ill give more bushels 
per acre for a few years, but in a short 
tim e the soil will fail to respond to 
the treatment. A large percentage of 
W estern farm ers have an idea that 
prairie soil, if summer fallowed every 
few years, can never be exhausted. 
This is a fallacy which ought to lie 
corrected, and the sooner the better; 
for it could l*e said with equal pro­ 
priety that a lake would never become 
dry 
were 
its 
waters 
continuously 
drawn out, there lieing no stream or 
spring to replace that which was re­ 
moved. Every crop tluit is harvested 
lias taken a portion of the fertility 
from the land, and to keep this up 
som ething must Ik* returned. 
It is u 
well known fact that there is a con­ 
tinuous wasting in a man’s body, and 
that nourishing food is required daily 
to supply this waste. The harder he 
works tin* greater must be the supply 
of food. Our present method of sum ­ 
mer fallowing is too much like feeding 
a laboring man with gruel and bran. 
There Is a method of summer fallow ­ 
ing. however, which w ill enrich the soil 
aiid produce good crops for an indefi­ 
nite length of time. 
If there is any 
manure available, spread it on the land 
to Ik* summer fallowed and plow’ it un­ 
der. Some object to this because no 
benefit is derived from the fertilizer 
until the following year. 
It Is of more 
use, however, whert plowed under in 
this manner than if permitted to be 
about the liam and yards. 
If no ma­ 
nure is available, sow buckwheat, oats, 
or rye as early in spring as possible, 
and after it has made considerable 
growth plow it under. This requires 
considerable labor, but if one expects 
to farm without doing much hard work 
ho had better quit. One of the best 
plans of keeping up and restoring fer­ 
tility is to seed to clover. The roots 
jienetrate d(*ep Into the subsoil and 
form innumerable channels, which per­ 
mits the dissolved salts in tin* ground 
water to Im* carried to the surface, and 
there de|M)sitcd as plant food. The 
subsoil contains a large amount of fer­ 
tilizing material, which has been w ash­ 
ed down into it, and tin* clover roots 
act as a subsoil plow, to l<K>sen up the 
Boil and bring back its richness to tin* 
plant roots. One of tin* most import­ 
ant elem ents in all vegetable and ani­ 
mal life is nitrogen, and clover takes 
this from the air and deposits it in the 
soil. The three mineral essentials to 
plant life are potash, phosphoric acid 
and nitrogen. 
If these are exhausted 
from the soil, and the few w eeds and 
old stubble that w e plow under in sum ­ 
mer fallow ing do not contain sufficient 
of tin's!* to keep up the fertility, I can 
see no lasting benefit from this prac­ 
tice. W e will find it to our advantage 
to keep more stock, cultivate few er 
acres and apply all the manure avail­ 
able.— L. B. Smith in Orange Judd 
Farmer.

R o t a t i o n o f C ru p * . 
W e have heard a great deal of com* 
plaint about the loss of grain crojis by 
the seed 
blowiug out during 
high 
winds. W e lielieve this trouble can be 
alm ost entirely obvkited by a course 
of scientific farm ing for a few years. 
By rotating wheat and corn, catch* 
crops can l>e sown after each wheat 
harvest and plowed uuder for every 
com crop, thus helping to maintain the 
fertility of the soil, furnish the needed 
nitrogen, and. by Increasing the limnas 
in the soil, increasing its capacity for 
moisture. 
If sm all grains ore sown in 
rotation with corn, use the harrow 
freely on the sm all grains after rains, 
snow s or irrigation in the spring, if the 
corn stalks w ill permit; otherw ise the* 
loss of moisture from the compacted 
surface will be serious. One great ad 
vantage to be derived from a catch 
crop turned under to a depth of eight 
inches every other year is that a great 
mass of fibrous roots la formed along 
the zone where the green manure was 
buried. 
The turning under of another 
catch-crop eight inches deep will bring 
this mass of roots to the surface, thus 
closely reproducing the favorable con­ 
ditions obtained when the sod is tirst 
turned over. A fter two rotations the 
winter blowing of soils can Im* pretty 
effectually stopped by means of these 
fibrous roots binding the particles of 
fine soil together again, as in the days 
of prairie grass sod. Denver Field au<j 
Farm.

S n b u o l l ti i K 
Pome experim ents designed to show 
tin* com parative yield between subsoil 
and non-subsoil land are reported iu 
Bulletin f>6 of the 
K ansas 
station, 
which has just been received. An ex­ 
periment of the sam e kind was at­ 
tempted two years ago, but owing to 
crop failures there has lieen nothing 
to report on the infiiit until the results 
of last year wen* ascertained. The 
plats were subsoiled iu the spring of 
1K04, in the fall of the sam e year, and 
In the spring of 18115, the treatment 
lx*ing the sam e excepting the time of 
doing the work. These subsoiled plats 
w ere all planted last season with the 
sam e variety of corn and in the same 
way, with check plats ou sim ilar soil, 
but 
plowed only. The yields 
were 
light in all cases. The plats that were 
subsoilcd six and tw elve mouths be­ 
fore planting gave som ewhat better 
yields 
that the plowed plats 
with 
which 
they were compared, 
while 
those subsoiled in the spring of 1895, 
just lH*fore planting, gave a sm aller 
yield than the plowed plats. There 
is a correspondence in these results 
with the general experience, that in 
order to get the liest yields of corn 
from subsoiling, the soil should have 
tim e to settle w ell before planting. 
The plats that were the subject of the 
trial have been permanently marked 
w ith iron stakes iu order to determine 
the effect which the subsoiling that 
w as done w ill have upon future crops. 
The method by which flu* subsoiling 
w as affected was as follows: A fur­ 
row ten inches deep was first turned 
with a fourteen-inch 
walking plow 
and following in the furrow the swl>- 
soiler ran live inches deeper, making 
the depth of the subsoil plowing fif­ 
teen inches on the land side of the 
plow, w hile the loose soil was eighteen 
inches deep. Investigation after one 
of the heavy summer rains last year 
showed that the subsoiled ground w as 
wet from six incites to a foot deeper 
than 
that which had been 
merely 
plowed. 


A C l i e a p G a t e S p r i n g 
chluery; heat the cuds in a stove, if 
not near a blacksm ith shop. Bend 
about three inches of one end back to 
go into the post, and bend the other 
end into the form of a hook.

A C h e a p G a r d e n ItoMe. 
A good hose is necessary in nearly 
all gardens, but they are very expen­ 
sive. 
1 have used one which 1 made 
m yself, and which answer the pur­ 
pose very well, but it w ill not stand 
very hard pressure. During 1895 I 
used l»*t feet of it, and this spring 
made 150 feet more. The cost for 159 
feet was f3. I get a 20-ounce white 
ducking and cut it into strips sufticL 
cntly wide to go around a one-inch 
pijK*. Allow enough room for a good 
S(*atn. The strips will 
have 
to 
be 
about five inches wide. Sew with a 
giKMl No. 8 thread, on a lock-stitch ma­ 
chine, and repeat, sowing back in the 
sam e place, then overcast with ravel-1 
ings from the sam e cloth. Paint with, 
two coats of l>oiled oil, Imt no turpen­ 
tine. 
Let the hose hung iu air eight 
or ten days, until the oil is thoroughly 
set. The hose can Is* made any de­ 
sired length, but short pieces last bet­ 
ter than long ones. Due piece 40 or 
50 feet long and tw o 50 feet pieces are 
convenient.

Important evidence d 
the mucn- 
mooted question of the intttieuee of 
telephone wires on lightning has been 
secured by the German telegraph de­ 
partment. An inquiry was set ou foot 
with a view to ascertaining whether 
the danger from lightning was in­ 
creased or decreased by tin* presence 
of the mites of overhead wires which 
make tip th** network ot a telegraph 
system . The result of the inquiry has 
Ih'cu to show that the telephone wires 
lensiblv diminish tin* violence of thun­ 
der storms and lessen risk from liviit- 
niug. 
A comparison 
made tw*tween 
240 towns having a telephone system 
and 500 uot so provided showed that 
the ratio of tin* risk ol damage troni 
lightning w as as oue to 4.0 iu favor of 
tie* former .while the frequency of 
Hashes during a thunder storm was 
lowered iu the proportion of 3 to 5.

C u t W o r m s . 
An Ohio correspondent of the Rural 
New Yorker reports that for some 
thirty years past he has successfully 
used carl*onate of ammonia as a pro­ 
tection against cut worms in corn. H e 
dissolves the ammonia in a small quan­ 
tity of warm water, and alm s to use 
a full ounce of the carbonate to each 
bushel of seed corn. W hen the am ­ 
monia has Ih’cu dissolved In* adds w a­ 
ter, quite hot. in a sufficient quantity 
to cover the corn in a tub. lu soak­ 
ing a bushel at a tim e the water may 
be applied quite hot if added slowly, 
stirriug in the corn so that it w ill la* 
about as hot as one can l**ar the hand 
in. The seed is left to soak In the 
water for twenty-four hours, during 
which time it is stirred occasionally. 
It should Ik* kept in a warm room, 
and at the end of the day is drained. 
Under favorable conditions corn so 
treated w ill sprout in about thirty-six 
hours, and should be planted as soon 
as the sprouts break through. The 
correspondent says that if the grain 
and weather Ik* fair the corn will be 
from a week to ten days earlier than 
if planted dry, so that cultivation may 
commence sooner and the weeds do 
not get a start. He says that during 
thirty years' use of this treatment he 
has never had cut worms trouble the 
sand. If this should prove true it will 
be a very decided improvement upon 
the tar treatment, which is about the

English military men are endeavor­ 
ing to determine whether the bullet for 
their new service rifle, the Lee-Met* 
ford, which has taken the place of the 
Martini -Henry, is uot 
actually 
too 
merciful in its action. The object of 
war is to disable the enemy, and not 
to kill him, but apparently the new 
rifle bullet fails to do either. The re­ 
port on the use of the projectile in the 
Transvaal 
says 
that 
the 
injuries 
which were made by tin* Lee-Met ford 
were much cleaner and healed much 
more quickly than those from the Mar­ 
tini-1 lenr.v. 
Both tin* entrance atnl ex­ 
it offices were exceedingly small, and 
so d ean were the wounds internally 
that in one instance a burgher who 
had been shot clean through the lungs 
was convalescent a few days after ad­ 
mission to the hospital. 
It is true that 
where the bone is struck the effect is 
most violent, but there can be no doubt 
whatever that the perforation of the 
organs and fleshy part of the body 
by the new bullet more often than not 
absolutely fails instantly to disable 
the victim, unless, of course, a really 
vital organ of the body is struck. The 
wounds, on the other hand, which 
were made by tin* Martiui-Henry bul­ 
lets, were, the reports 
states, of 
a 
much more serious nature, namely, 
"larger, jagged, slow healing, with bad 
entrance and worst exit." Many in­ 
stances were related of the merciful 
properties of the new English bullet 
during the Chitral campaign, and this 
latest report is likely to give greater 
em phasis to the question. Not only 
does the bullet fail to stop a man, but, 
judging by many accounts, it inflicts 
very little pain, presumably on the 
{same principle as the popular scientific 
experim ent 
which 
shows 
a 
rabbit 
peacefully chew ing Its food while a 
rapidly revolving knife is cutting its 
ears into ribbons. The horrors of the 
next great war perhaps will not be so 
great as some people imagine. 


A C o m i n g D e v e l o p m e n t In E l e c t r i c ­ 
ity. 
A schem e for making electricity 
more esisily available to tin* public for 
general purposes has been proposed 
by Mr. Macock in a paper before an 
engineering convention. 
Mr. Mencock 
said the tim e had arrived when elec­ 
tricity, now only available iu towns, 
leading hotels and public institutions, 
should l»e within reach of residents iu 
suburban 
and rural districts. As a 
means of carrying out this idea, he 
proposed to establish what lie called 
.electrical colonization, or a grouping 
of. say a dozen residences .having a 
common generating station, with a t­ 
tendant ,which should supply the cur­ 
rent for the residences in the group. 
D uring the day the plant could be at 
the service of the subscribers for the 
pumping of water, for charging stor­ 
age 
batteries, 
elect rlcally-proiK*Ued 
horseless 
carriages, 
which will, 
in 
course of time, l>e as common as or­ 
dinary carriages are now, for heating, 
cooking and many other purposes. The 
supply could be extended to an elec­ 
trical launch, where it was in the vi­ 
cinity of a sheet of water, and where 
it w as desired, provision could be 
made without difficulty for supplying 
current for operating electric elevat­ 
ors. 
Mr. Meacock believed that such 
a scheme could be put into practice 
'oy an enterprising builder or capital­ 
ist with an excellent chance of being 
aiade a financial success.

ness. A few w eeks ago some men in 
a town In W estmoreland had been tu t­ 
ting a drain in a street which inter­ 
jected the wire conducting tin* local 
supply of electric current. Just In* 
fore leaving they managed to cut the 
Wire about half through, and then cov 
ered it up without saying anything 
kbout It. 
For a while till went well, 
iinl there w as no sign of any interrup­ 
tion. Suddenly the wire gave way,
